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The above balance includes al] abatement of taxes in the hands of Collector, 
his services, the services of the Selectmen, together with all taxes not yet 
collected. and all monies not drawn from the Collector by order of Select- 
men. The above report, like all others, made up before the close of 
the fiscal year, must necessarily be imperfect, as there is still much unset- 
tled business to be arranged before the books are submitted to the Auditors, 
many bills being virtually setiled, which cannot possibly appear here, be- 
cause not arranged so as to be ready toappear in the Seiecimen’s accounts, 
hence.the large amount appearing unexpended. At the commencement of 
the year, before any taxes could ‘be collected, dermands to the amount of . 
abont four thousand dollars needed 1o be caneelled, and the Selectmen were - 
at considerable trouble and expense, obliged to procure new loans for that 
purpose, hence the.Jarge aggregate of the above general account. 

It was estimated, at ‘the last ennual meetings, thatthe liabilities of the 
town, at the time came up to five thousand dollars, or more, but upen Inves- 
tigation, we find that a/l whe liabilities, including loans arising from the 
Hoan of the Hanson, and the Warren.roads, and fand-damage, the costs 
of the laying out, and other proceedings at Court, balance due Sehool dis- 
ricts, former Selectmen, and outstanding yayper bills, of Haverhill, Free- 
mont, Meredith and Dover, were not less than sex thousand. five hundred 
dollers. The whole cost of the roads, above referred to, will not 1all short, 
we think, of the sum of five thousand dullars including the construction, 
damage, costs of laying out and the cust of coniesting the laying out.— 
These roads, and the very uncommon, external pauper expenses of 1854, 

will clearly show the origin of the present debt. 

Notwithstanding the severe freshet in October last, by which the high- 

ways ard bridges were damaged to the amount of very nearly five hundred 
dollars, we are very confident t! rat, nearly one thousand dollars can be ap- 
propriated to the payment of the debts of the town from the means now

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee for the Year ending March, 1856. 


GENERAL STATE OF THE SCHOOLS. 


The Superintending Committee are happy to report the general state of the schools 
encouraging. Most of them have been well taught and well governed. Only one ¢ase 
has occurred during the year that required the interference of the Commietec. : 

SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 

Prudential Committees have been fortunate, for the most part, in the teachers they. 
have engaged. But two persons have come before us for examination that have not been 
approbated; and we have had occasion to withdraw our approbation from any that has 
received it; or to remove any teacher, for any cause. 

PARTICULAR SUGGESTION TO PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES.— In all cases teachers should 
be exumined and approbated before they are allowed toenter a school. The neglect of this 
often places both teachers and committees in very emarassing circumstances. Agents 
have no right to pay any public money for services rendered by a teacher betore reciving 
the approbation of the Superiniending Committee. 

FEMALE TEACHERS.—We are pleased to see the number of female teachers employed 
in our Winter schools, steadily increasing. We believe them just as reliable, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, and they are much cheaper. Ladies that will consider themselves 
well paid with from 12 to 16 dollars per month, will accomplish as much in a school aa 
gsnatlemen that will wemand from 20 to 25 dollars per month. : 

ScnooLt Houses.—A gratifying movement has been made in the improvement of 
school houses during the year. In No. 18. the school house has been repaired, and, 
though rudely and injudiciously done, it is much better than it was before. The school 
houses in Nos. 4 and 6 have been made much more comfortable than they were before, by 
putting in stoves, 

In No. 18, a very good schoo! house has been built during the year. Several districts 
must build or repair school houses very soon, and we commend this to them as a pattern. 
The form, measurement, and arrangemeut of the desks; the position of the doors, win- 
dows, stoves snd black-boards, we think, will not admit of much improvement. 

’ OutT-BUILDINGS.—Many of our school house have no out-buildings; and in others; as 
in Nos. 7 and 18, the out-buildings are so planned as to be nearly useless. 

CoRVORAL PUNISHMENT.— We introduce this topic to cerrect an error that we have met 
insom2 of the districts, that teachers are forbidden by Jaw to punish scholars above four- 
teen years of age. There isnolaw upon the subject. In all cases, teachers have discre- 
tionary power. and are liable to prosecution if they abuse it 

TrAcHErs’ InsrirurEs.—In the absence of anything better, we are disposed to look 
with favor on Teachers’ Institutes. But we fear they have not always been as profitable 
as they should have been Instead of employing noted characters trom abroad; unac- 
quainted with the condition and wants of our schools, at great expense for wages and 
travel, to occupy the time of the Instjtute with lectures on various subjects; giving them 
an opportunity, at our expense, to ride their favorite hobbies, on which, perhaps, their 
celebrity depends; or toadvertise schoo] books, of which they are authors or publishers; 
we think a competent board of practiced teachers should be chosen from amoug our- 
selves, who know the wants of our schools; and the principal exercises of the Institute 
shou'd bea thorough and systematic drill of the members of the Institute, in the studies 
they will be required to teach. Let the time of the Institute be a season of severe study 
and rizid examination; from which the teachers will go to their work with clear, accu- 
rate views of the studies they must teach. Instead of being filled with profound’ admi- 
ration of some hobby that is practicable only to its originator; or getting some vague, 
general notions of ascore of subjects, which are, at best, but remotely connected with 
their duties in the school room. i 

CoMMON ScHoOoL CELEBRATION.—Many of us, and of our children recall with pleasure 
our pleasant gathering, on the Fourth of July; and we suggest the coming annniversary 
of Independence be celebrated in a similar manner. 

Nores AND SuaGcestions.—No. 1. ‘Summer. . Anna F. Hoag, Teacher. This school 
ig in a flourishing condition. A1l the classesappeared admirably. It would lose nothin 
when compared with schools of the first grade. The teacher infused her own indefati- 
gable energy into it, which is the cause of the great improvement. In the school reom 
there was a place for everything and everything in its place. Its cleanliness, the fes- 
toons of evergreens and vases of flowers, rendered it an inviting spot. This lady haa 
taught this school for several yearn and has been eminently successful in promoting the 
literary attainmeuts of her scholars, and has exercised a moral influence that will be 
felt to the latest time. 
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Fall and Winter. Mary A. Perkins, Teacher. Under the instruction of this able 
teacher, the school has continued to make rapid progress. The scholars have been thor- 
oughly trained in the elementary branches. In this school are some of our best readers 
aud grammarians. The classes in Aritmetic and Geography stand high. Here also, is a 
tine class in Physiology.—C. 

No.2. Summer. Hannah Varney, Teacher. This school was well governed and 
porn instructed. The improvement in Reading, Writing, Geography and Grammar was 
good. " 
° Winter. Walter C. Bryant, Teacher. Thig young gentleman succeeded well in the 
school. All the classes appeared well, espetially those in Arithmetic, Geography and 
Grammar. If this school continues to improve as it has for the last few terms, it will be 
among the first schools in town.—C. 

No. 3. Summer. Antoinette Hoag, Teacher. The success of Miss H. was commenda- 
ble. The improvement in Reading, Writing, Arithmetic and Geography was pleasing, 
and showed the faithfulness of the teacher. > 

' Winter. John M. True, Teacher. This was Mr. T.’s first effort in teaching, and he 
succeeded well; infusing life and activity into the school by his own energy. There are 
some yery good scholars in this school; and all made satisfactory improvement.—C. 

No.4. Summer. Sarah E. Dearborn, Tea¢her. Miss D. is a faithful teacher. The 
scholars were very attentive and made good improvement. The classes in Grammar, 
Geography and Arithmetic appeared well.—C. 

inter. Wm. Gaffey, Teacher. This school attained a respectable position. The 
classes appeared well. The teacher was faithful in instruction, but failed in discipline. 
ay itm of the school had been satisfactory, we should have ranked it in the first 
class.—G. : 
‘ No.5. Summer. Lydia A. Ethridge, Teacher. This school promised well at the com- 
mencement. When visited near the close, most of the scholars wereabsent. The classes 
that were present recited well; but the discipline of the school was not quite as close as 
‘we require. 

Winter. Alvan G. White, Teacher. This-school did as well as we had any reason to 
expect, in such a wretched place, where it is impossible to make scholars comfortable. 
Mr. W. was requested to give particular attention to reading and spelling. And the 
progress of the school in these branches was very commendable.—G. 

No.6. Summer. Anna T. Burleigh, Teacher. We believe this wasa successful school 
in every respect. Miss B. labored diligently and judiciously. The order of the school, 
and the recitations of the classes were very satisfactory. 

Winter. Mrs. Sarah L. Fowler, Teacher. Mrs. F. brought to her duties the advan- 
tages of large experience, and superior qualification; and the school sustains her reputa- 
tion. She was requested to give particular attention to reading and spelling, and the 
improvement in these branches was very gratifying.—G. 

No.7. Summer. Georgianna A. Nute, Teacher. This isa large and difficult school, 
- and Miss N. came to it with little practical knowledge oi school-keeping; but, bating a 
little error in judgment at the commencement, which was fully redeemed long before 
the close of the school, she discharged her duties with marked judgment and and fidelity. 
As a whole, the school was very satisfactory. 

Winter. Susan H.Sargent, Teacher. Miss S. has fine qualifications for a teacher, and 
large experience. All her energies were devoted to her work, and the result was a 
school of the first class in every respect.—G. 

No 8. No Summer school. 

. Winter. .B. F. Eellows, Teacher. There being but a small amount of money, the 
school was necessarily short. The teacher was interested in his work, and, for the time, 
the progress was very good. This school would be much benfitted, if the parents should 
become really interested in it.—S. 

No.9. Summer. Martha E, Quinby, Teacher. The order and progress of this sehool 
fully sustained the reputation of Miss Q. as a competent and faithful teacher. 

Winter. Fidelia McGaffey, Teacher. A more faithful laborer than Miss McG. cannot 

be found in any of our schools. Much credit is due to the large scholars for their exem- 
plary conduct, which is rapidly carrying torward this school in rank.

At the commencement 
of the Winter term the school was divided, and Julia Quimby was employed to. teach in 
the primary department. The little ones underher instruction learned finely, as we had 
ample Kye epee to know. Miss Q. would undoubtedly have won'still higher ‘appro- 
bation, if she had had a more commanding field of labor. 
The first department was committed to Daniel G. Beede, an experienced teacher. 
This school will not close for several weeks. It is sufficient to say, Mr. B-is fully sustain- 
. ing his long established reputation as ad teacher. By the grading of the schools, this de- 
“partment is raised nearly tothe rank of an Academy; and anumber of:scholars from 
other Districts are admitted to it by the payment ot a small tuition bill. We are glad 
this movement has been made here, and we are confident there are other ‘places ‘in this 
town, and in most of our towns, where its adoption would be highly beneficial.—G.
